releaſe their Claim to all the Land 
on both Sides of the River Sa/que- 
hannah, as far South as this Province 
> eons; and- to the Northward to 
thoſe called the Endleſs Mountains, or Kiitochtinny 
Hills; in Conſideration whereof, they then re- 
ceived a large Quantity of valuable Indian Goods, 
for the Lands ſituate on the Eaſtern Side of the ſaid 
River, but declined. at that Time to receive any 
for thoſe on the Weſtern Side of the ſaid River, 


chuſing to defer the ſame till another Viſit ; a large 


Number arrived from theſe Nations at Philadelphia, 
on Wedneſday the 3oth of June, with Deputies duly 
impowered to receive the ſaid Goods; and ac- 
quainted the Governor, that being weary from 


the Fatigue of their long Journey, they ſhould . 


crave three or four Days to reſt themſelves before 
they proceeded to their Buſineſs : In the mean Time 
they would wait on the Governor to diſcourſe, ac- 
cording to their uſual Method, about News and 
other Occurrences; which the Governor readily 
agreed to, and aſk'd them when they would chuſe

© them, and the other being at their Deſire left in 
© the Proprietor's Hands, he preſſed you by Shika- 
© Jamy to ſend laſt Year for it, and would have 


| © been glad to have ſeen you, and taken you by 


the Hand before his Departure. But as the De- 
© fign of this Meeting is to hear your News, and 
© converſe together in a free and friendly Manner, 
© ] ſhall fay no more about the Goods, than that 
© they lie ready at the Proprietor's Houſe, and wil 
; © be 
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© be delivered when you ſhall have ſufficiently reſted 
from the F atigue or your J ourney.” > 


The Chief of the Onondagoes ſpoke : 


© BRETHREN, 


© We propoſe to reſt four Days, and then come 
to the main Buſineſs. At prefent we are at a 
private Conference about News, and have fome- 
thing of this Sort to mention to our Brother 
| Onas.” And on the Governor's ſignifying they 
would be glad to know what it was, the Chief 
proceeded. | | 


© BRETHREN, 


© It is our Way when we come to our Brethren, 


a good Unſterſtanding; with this View we are 
to inform you of a Piece of difagreeable News 
that happen'd in our Journey. - Some White 
People, living at a Place called Conegocheegoe, 
whoſe Names we cannot tell, nor whether they 


but one of them, as we heard, had his Houle 
burnt over his Head ſome Years ago, and he was 
brought down a Priſoner, and committed to the 
Gaol of this City : Theſe People lighting of our 
young Warriors, as they were hunting, made 
ſome Propoſals about the pufchaſing of Land 
from them, and our young Men being indiſ- 
creet, and unacquainted with public Buſineſs, 
were fooliſh enough to hearken to them, and 
to receive five Duffil Strowds for two Plantations 
on the River Cobongoronto. A Coneſtogoe Indian, 
and a French Indian, 1 ſome others that were

or any other Perſons, whom we live in ſtrict 
Friendſhip with, to remove all Obſtructions to 


belong to this or the neighbouring Government, 
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(a) 


in Company, had three Duffl Strowds; and 


went away with them; and our young Men 
carried off the other two. As ſoon as this came 
to our Knowledge, we ſent for our Warriors, 
and after examining and rebuking them ſeverely, 
we took away their two Strowds, and publickly 
cenſured them for expoſing us to our Brethren of 


Penſyluania, in doing a Thing ſo inconſiſtent. 
with our Engagements to them; „* You are, 
ſaid we aloud, that all our People might hear 
and take Notice, to know and remember, that 


the Six Nations have obliged themſelves to ſell 
none of the Land that falls within the Province 


of Penſylvania, to any other but our Brother 


Onas, and that to ſell Lands to any other is an 
high Breach of the League of Friendſhip.” 
Brethren, this raſh Proceeding of our young 
Men makes us aſhamed. We always mean 
well, and ſhall perform faithfully what we -have 
promiſed : And we aſſure you, this Affair was 
tranſacted in the Manner we have related, with- 
out our Privity or Conſent. And that you may 
be fully convinced of this, and of the Sincerity 


of our Intentions, we have brought you theſe. 


two Strowds [ here he preſented two red Strowds 
to the Governor] they are the very Strowds our 


fooliſh young Men received ; we took them from 
them, and we give them to you, to return to 
thoſe white People who made the Bargain, and- 


deſire when the Strowds are returned to them, 
they may be told what we now ſay, and that we 


ſhall not confirm ſuch Bargains, nor any other 


that may interfere with our Engagements to our 
Brother Onas.” | 
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The Governor then ſpoke: 

I BRETHREN, | 

© I thank you for this Piece of News ; you have 
taken this Matter perfectly right. All Bargain- 
ing for Land within this Province is, to be ſure, 
a manifeſt Breach of your Contract with the 
Proprietor, and what we know you will not 
countenance, We have hitherto found the Siæ 
Nations faithful to their Engagements, and this 
is a freſh Inftance of their Punctuality. You 
could not help theſe Miſtakes of your young 
Men; they were not done in your Preſence: 
But as feveral Inconveniencies may ariſe from 
theſe kind of clandeſtine Sales, or from any 
'ſuch looſe Sales of Land by your People, we de- 
fire you will, on your Return Home, give public 
Notice to all your Warriors, not to bargain for 
any Land; or if they do, that you will not 
confirm ſuch Bargains; and that this very Affair, 
together with what you have done therein, may 


© be particularly reported to all your Nation aſ- 
* ſembled in Council.” : 
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The Onondago Chief promiſed to give 
public Notice ; and deſiring Liberty to 
mend his former Speech, he proceeded : 


* BRETHREN, 


I forgot one Circumſtance : Our People, who 
* pretended to ſell the Land, demanded a Belt of 
* Wampum of the Buyers to carry to their Chiefs; 
and. on their declaring they had no Wampum, 
© our Warriors ſaid, they would not anſwer that 
© their Chiefs would confirm this Bargain, fince 
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m0 fey. 
© they never did any thing of this Nature without 
s Wampum.' 1 


The Governor, after a ſhort Pauſe, ſpoke : 


© BRETHREN of the Six Nations, 


Il take this Opportunity to relate to you a Piece 
© of diſagreeable News I received ſome Days ago 
< in a Letter from Le Tort, the Indian Trader, at 
© Allegheny, who ſays, That in May laſt, ſome 


Indians of the Taway Nation, ſuppoſed by us to 
< be the Twrghtwees, in their Return from War, 


cc called and ftaid ſome Time with the Shaw- 
« aneſe; who being aſked, and denying they 
« had brought either Scalps or Priſoners, the 
« Shawaneſe ſuſpecting them, had the Curioſity to 
< ſearch their Bags, and finding two Scalps in 
„them, that by the Softneſs of the Hair did not 
ce feel like Indian Scalps, they waſh'd them clean, 
and found them to be the Scalps of ſome Chriſ- 


<« tians. On this Diſcovery, the T wightwees were 


« ſo much aſhamed, that they ſtole away. from 


their Town in the Night-time; and coming, as 


they afterwards underſtood, to a little Village 
« belonging to the Shawane/e, they told our Peo- 
<« ple that their Hearts were full of Grief ; for, as 


« they came along the Road, they found it all 


bloody; and having good Cauſe to believe it 
% was made bloody with the Blood of ſome of the 
« white Brethren, they had very ſorrowfully ſwept 
cc the Road; and deſired them to inform the Go- 
ec vernor of Penſylvania of their (the Twwightwees) 
« Grief; and how they had ſwept the Road 
& clean.“ Le Tort adds, on Behalf of the 
© Shawaneſe, ** That they were much grieved at 
ce this unfortunate Accident; and prayed, as they 
* had no Concern in it, more than by being In- 

2 * ſtruments 
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© fkruments to diſcover it, their Brethren would 
© not blame them, nor ſuffer a Miſunderſtanding 
& to ariſe between them on this Account: They 
„ would ſweep the Road clean, and wipe all the 
| © Blood away; and defired their Brethren would 
<« be ſatisfied with this, and not weep too much for 
c a Misfortune that might not happen again as 
„long as the Sun and Moon ſhone.” 

© The Perſon who delivered me Le Tort's Let- 
< ter, brought this Bundle of Skins as a Preſent to 
me; but I told the Meſſenger, I would not 
* meddle with it; he might leave it if he pleaſed : 
The Affair appear'd to me in a bad Light, and 
© I would repreſent it to the Six Nations, who were 
© expected in Town every Day. This is the Fact, 
as J have it from Le Tort : I deſire to be inform'd 
< if you know any Thing of this Matter; and if 
s you do not, that you will make diligent Enquiry 
< who committed the Murder, and who are the un- 
happy Sufferers, and aſſiſt us to obtain Satisfac- 
© tion, if it ſhall appear to be any of our Fel- 
© low-SubjeCts that have been treated in this Man- 
© ner. 


To inforce this Requeſt, 1 preſent | you with 


this String of N ampum. 
The Onondago Chief, in Reply, ſaid : 


BRETHREN, 


We take this Information kindly at your 
Hands; we will take this String of Wampum 
home with us to our Lodgings, and there con- 
ſult about the moſt regular and proper Steps to 
© be taken by us to anſwer your Expectations; and 
© when we have duly conſidered the Matter, we 
will return you an Anſwer,” 
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. Upon this the Governor put an End to the 
Conference; and calling for Wine, and other Li- 
quors, according to the Indian Cuſtom, after a 
decent and chearful Entertainment, the Indians 
withdrew. * 1 |

when we are in daily Expectation of a French War, 
to ſound the [ndians, and diſcover what Depen- 


dance we might have on them, in caſe their Aid 


ſhould be wanted, an handſome Dinner was pro- 
vided for their Chiefs, and after they had made an 
hearty Meal, and drank his Majeſty's Health, the 
Proprietor's, and the Health of the Six Nations, the 
Chiefs gave the ſolemn Cry, in Teſtimony of their 
Thanks for the Honour done them. And ſoon 
after the Governor began, in a free Way, to en- 
quire for what Reaſon the Senecas were not come 
down, ſince they had an equal Share of the Goods 
with the other Nations.——Canaſſateego, their 
Speaker, ſaid, * The Senecas were in great Diſtreſs, 
on Account of a Famine that raged in their Coun- 
© try, which had reduced them to ſuch Want, 
that a Father had been obliged to kill two > 
„ is

e his Children, to preſerve his. own, and the reſt of 
© his Family's Lives; and they could not now 
© come down, but had given Directions about 
© their Share of the Goods.'—T he Governor ex- 
preſs'd his Concern for the unhappy Circumſtances 
of their Brethren of the Seneca Nation ; and, after 
a ſhort Reſpite, enquired if any of their Deputies 
were then at Canada, and whether the French Go- 
vernor was making any warlike Preparations. 
And on their anſwering Yes, the Governor faid,. 
with a ſmiling pleaſant Countenance, I ſuppoſe, 
if the French ſhould go to War with us, you will 
join them,” The Indians conferr'd together for 
ſome Time, and then Canaſ/ateego, in a chearfub 
lively Manner, made Anſwer. We aſlure you, 
© the Governor of Canada pays our Nations great 
Court at this Time, well knowing of what oy 
© ſequence we are to the French Intereſt : He has al- 
© ready told us, he was uncovering the Hatchet, 
and ſharpening it, and hoped, if he ſhould be 
© obliged to lift it up againſt the Engliſb, our Na- 
tions would remain. neuter, and aſſiſt neither 
« Side. But we will now ſpeak plainly to our 
Brethren. Why ſhould we, who are one Fleſh 
with you, refuſe to help you, whenever you want 
s our Aſſiſtance? We have continued a long; 
Time in the ſtricteſt League of Amity and: 
© Friendſhip with you, and we ſhall always be faith- 
fol and true to you, our old and good Allies— 
© The Governor of Canada talks a great deal, but 
: ©. ten of his Words do not go ſo far as one of 
. © yours, We do not look towards them ; we 
look towards you; and you may depend on our 
_ © Aſſiſtance.” Whilſt the Onondago Chief made 
this open and hearty Declaration, all the other In- 
dians made frequently that particular Kind of Noiſe: 
which is known to be a Mark of Approbation. 
The Governor bid the Interpreter tell Canaſſateego,

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© He did not ſet on foot this Enquiry from any 
© Suſpicion he had of the Six Nations wanting a ü 
© due Regard for the Engliſh. Our Experience NF 
© of their Honour and Faith, ſaid he, would not X 
permit us to think any other of them, than 
that they would eſteem our Friends their Friends, 
and our Enemies their Enemies, agreeable to the 
ſtrict Union which had ever ſubſiſted between 
us. As to the Governor of Canada, he told 
them they need not mind what he ſaid. ——— 
The Engh/h, on equal Terms, had beat the 
French, and could beat them again: And were 
© they but to conſider the Advantages which the 
« Engliſh have, by poſſeſſing ſo many large and 
< populous Countries, and ſo many good Ports on 
© the Continent of America, they would ſoon ſee 
© who had moſt Reaſon to fear a War, the French 
© or the Engliſb. 
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Here the Converſation dropped ; and after ano- 
ther Glaſs of Wine, the Indians reſumed the Diſ- 
courſe, by aſking whether their Brethren had not 
been for ſome Time engaged in a War with the 
King of Spain, and what Succeſſes they had met 
with.

Britain lived in an Iſland, and being ſurrounded 

with the Sea, his chief Strength lay in his Ships;

Ocean, but ſculk'd and hid themſelves, only ven- 
turing out now and then; and whenever they did, 
they were almoſt ſure to be taken; and that the 
King of Great-Britam had, with his Ships, beat 
down, or taken, ſeveral of the Spaniards great Forts 
in America.

lying on the Eaſtern Side of the ſaid River: And 
for the Lands on the Weſtern Side of the ſaid 
River, you defired the Payment ſhould be de- 
ferr'd till another Opportunity.

< which are exactly the ſame in Quantity as thoſe 


you received the laſt Time the Chiefs of your 
Nations were here, have been ready a conſider- 


able Time, and kept in Expectation of your 


coming for them: And now you are come down, 
fully impowered by your reſpective Councils to 
receive them, we are well pleaſed to deliver them ; 
leaving it to you to make a fair and equal Di- 
viſion of them amongſt yourſelves, We are 
ſorry for the Abſence of our Brethren the Senecas, 
and much more fo, that it ſhould be owing to 
their Diſtreſs at Home by a Famine that rages in 
their Country : A Famine ſo great, that you 
tell us a Father has been obliged to ſacrifice one 
Part of his Family, even his own Children, or

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© the Support and Preſervation of himſelf, and the 
© other Part. We heartily commiſerate their Con- 
E dition, and do not doubt but you will do them 
© fair and ample Juſtice in the Diſpoſal of their

i© inſftruted you. You ſhall now hear the Liſt of 
the Goods read to you.”

and Poverty, he would have made an Addition 


to them.--If the Goods were only to be divided

© procure us his Anſwer : As we have never heard 
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any from you on this Head, we want to know 


what you haye done in it. If you have not

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© done any Thing, we now renew our Requeſt, 
and deſire you will inform the Perſon whoſe 
People are ſeated on our Lands, that that Coun- 
try belongs to us, in Right of Conqueſt; we 
having bought it with our Blood, and taken it 
from our.

a String of Wampum, ſaid in Anſwer: The Six 
* Nations had made diligent Enquiry into the Affair,

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and had found out the Indian who had commit- 
ted the Fact; he lived near A/opus, and had been 
examined and ſeverely reprov'd : And they hoped, 
as Wilam Webb was recovered, the 1 
would not expect any further Puniſhment ; and 
therefore they returned the String of Wampum 
received from their Brethren, by the Hand of 
Shickcalamy, in token that they had fully complied 
with their Requeſt.” 5 
I thank'd them, ſaid he, for their Care; but re- 
minded them, that though the Man did not die, yet 
he lay a long Time in extreme Miſery, and would 
never recover the free Uſe of his Speech, and was 
rendered leſs able to get his Livelihood; and in 
ſuch Caſes the Engliſb Laws obliged the Aſſailant 
to make good all Damages, beſides paying for the 
Pain endured. But as the Indian was, in all 


Probability, poor, and unable to make Satisfaction, 


1 told them, that for their Sake I would forgive 
him; adding, had Webb died, 1 make no Doubt 
but you would have put the Indian to Death, juſt 
as we did two of our People who had killed an 
Indian; we cauſed them to be hung on a Gallows, 
in the Preſence of many Hundreds of our People, 
to deter all others from doing the like, Canaſſa- 
teego made me this Reply: The Indians know 
no Puniſhment but Death; they have no ſuch 
Thing as pecuniary Mulcts; if a man be guilty 
© of a Crime, he is either put to Death, or the Fault 
© is overlook' d. We have often heard of your 
hanging up thoſe two Perſons; but as none of 
© our Indians ſaw the Men die, many believe they 
« were not hanged, but tranſported to ſome other 
Colony: And it would be ſatisfactory to the In- 
* dians, if, for the future, ſome of them be ſent 
© for, to be Witneſſes of ſuch Executions.* I 
aſſured them, that whoever gave them that Infor- 
mation abuſed them; for the Perſons certainly

Canaſſateego then proceeded to 2 an Anſwer

they had given a full and true Account how they 
came by them, whoſe Scalps they were, and in 
what Place, and for what Reaſon the Men were 
kill'd; and when they had been fully ſatisfied 
of all theſe Particulars, then it was their Duty 
to have given Information to the Government 
where the white People lived, that the Murder- 
ers might be complained againſt, and puniſhed 
by the Nation they belonged to: And as the 
Shawaneſe had omitted to perform the Part of 
Brethren, that I ſhould reprove them for it, and 
charge them to make Amends for their Neglect, 
by uſing all poſſible Expedition to come at the 
* Knowledge of theſe Things, and to aid their 
* Brethren the white People in obtaining Juſtice.” 

The Minutes of the preceding Council being 
read, Mr, Logan reported, on Behalf of himſelf,

to the Indians; and that Mr. Kinſey, having col- 
lected the Sentiments of ſeveral Members of the 
Aſſembly in Town, whom he had confer'd with 
on that Subject, found them generally of Opinion, 
that a Preſent ſhould at this Time be made; but 
that they had declined nominating any Sum : 
However, that Mr. Kinſey had given it as his own 
Opinion, that the Governor and Council might go 
as far as three hundred Pounds.

< believe that it ſhall remain inviolable on ours 
© while the Sun and Moon endure,

© and we have it now* ready to deliver to you.

CANASSATEEGO ſaid: 


© BRETHREN, the Governor and Council, 
© The other Day you informed us of the Miſ- 


© behaviour of our Couſins the Delawares, with 
© Reſpect to their continuing to claim, and refuſing 
to remove from ſome Land on the River Dela- 
ware, notwithſtanding their Anceſtors had fold it 
by a Deed under their Hands and Seals to the 
Proprietaries, for a valuable Conſideration, up- 
wards of fifty Years ago, and notwithſtanding

ago, after a long and full Examination, ratified 
that Deed of their Anceſtors, and given a freſh 
one under their Hands and Seals; and then you

that, they themſelves had alſo not many Years | 
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requeſted us to remove them, inforcing your Re- 
queſt with a String of Wampum.—Afterwards 
we laid on the Table our own Letters by Con- 


rad MWeiſer; ſome of our Couſins Letters, and 
the ſeveral Writings to prove the Charge againſt 
our Couſins, with a Draught M. the Land in 
Diſpute, —We now tell you, we. have peruſed 


all theſe ſeveral Papers: We ſee with our own 
Eyes, that they have been a very unruly People, 
and are altogether in the Wrong in their Deal- 
ings with you. We have concluded to remove 
them, and oblige them to go over the River 
Delaware, and quit all Claim to any Lands on 


this Side for the future, ſince they have received 


Pay for them, and it is gone through their Guts 
long ago.—To confirm to you that we will ſee 
your Requeſt executed, we lay down this String 
of Wampum in Return for yours.” 

Then turning to the Delawares, holding a Belt 


of Wampum in his Hand, he ſpoke to them as fol- 
lows :

© Let this Belt of Wampum ſerve to chaſtiſe 
you. You ought to be taken by the Hair of 
the Head, and ſhaked ſeverely, till you recover 
your Senſes, and become ſober. You don't 
know what Ground you ſtand on, nor what 
you are doing. Our Brother Onas's Cauſe is 
very juſt and plain, and his Intentions are to 
preſerve Friendſhip. On the other Hand, your 
Cauſe is bad; your Heart far from being up- 
right ; and you are maliciouſly bent to break the 
Chain of Friendſhip with our brother Onas, and 


his People. We have ſeen with our Eyes a 


Deed ſign'd by nine of your Anceſtors above 
fifty Years ago for this very Land, and a Releaſe 
ſign'd, not many Years ſince, by ſome of your- 

« ſelves 
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636) 
ſelves and Chiefs now living, to the Number of 
fifteen or upwards.—But how came you to take 
upon you to ſell Land at all? We conquered 
you; we made Women of you; you know you 
are Women, and can no more ſel] Land than 
Women; mx is it fit you ſhould have the 
Power of ſelling Lands, ſince you would abuſe 
it. This Land that you claim is gone thro? 
your Guts; you have been furniſhed with 
Cloaths, Meat, and Drink, by the Goods paid 
you for it; and now you want it again, like 
Children as you are.—But what makes you ſell 
Land in the Dark ? Did you ever tell us that you 
had fold this Land? Did we ever receive any 
Part, even the Value of a Pipe-ſhank, from you for 
it? You have told us a blind Story, that you 
ſent a Meſſenger to us to inform us of the Sale; 
but he never came amongſt us, nor we never 
heard any Thing about it. — This is acting in the 
Dark, and very different from the Conduct our 
Six Nations obſerve in the Sales of Land; on 
ſuch Occaſions they give publick Notice, and 
invite all the Indians of their united Nations, 
and give them all a Share of the Preſent they 
receive for their Lands. — This is the Behaviour 
of the wiſe united Nations. But we find you 
are none of our Blood: You act a diſhoneſt 
Part, not only in this, but in other Matters: 


| Your Ears are ever open to ſlanderous Reports 


about our Brethren; you receive them with as much 
Greedineſs as lewd Women receive the Embraces 


of bad Men. And for all theſe Reaſons, we charge 


you to remove inſtantly; we don't give you the 
Liberty to think about it. You are Women. 
Take the Advice of a wiſe Man, and remove 
immediately. You may remove to the other 
Side of Delaware, where you came from: But 
we do not know whether, conſidering how * 

have 
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have demeaned yourſelves, you will be permitted 
to live there; or whether you have not ſwal- 
lowed that Land down your Throats, as well 
as the Land on this Side. We therefore aſſign 
you two Places to go, either to Myomen or Sha- 
mokin. You may go to either of theſe Places, 
and then we ſhall have you more under our 
Eye, and ſhall ſee how you behave. Don't de- 
liberate, but remove away, and take this Belt of 
Wampum.“ 1

After our juſt Reproof, and abſolute Order 
to depart from the Land, you are now to take 
Notice of what we have further to ſay to you. 
This String of Wampum ſerves to forbid you, 
your Children and Grand-children, to the lateſt 
Poſterity for ever, meddling in Land-affairs ; 
neither you, nor any who ſhall deſcend from 
you, are ever hereafter to preſume to ſell any 
Land: For which Purpoſe you are to preſerve 
this String, in Memory of what your Uncles 
have this Day given you in Charge.—We have 
ſome other Buſineſs to tranſact with our Bre- 
thren, and therefore depart the Council, and 
conſider what has been ſaid to you.” 
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Canaſſatecgo then ſpoke to the Governor and

© We called at our old Friend James Logan's, 
© in our Way to this City, and, to our Grief, we 
| found

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found him hid in the Buſhes, and retired, thro” 
Infirmities, from publick Buſineſs. We preſs'd 

him to leave his Retirement, and prevailed with 

him to aſſiſt once more on our Account at your 

Councils. We hope, notwithſtanding his Age, 

© and the Effects of a Fit of Sickneſs, which we 
underſtand has hurt his Conſtitution, that he 

may yet continue a long Time to aſſiſt this Pro- 
vince with his Counſels. He is a wiſe man, 

and a faſt Friend to the Indians; and we deſire, 

when his Soul goes to G O D, you may chuſe 

in his Room juſt ſuch another Perſon, of the 

ſame Prudence and Ability in counſelling, and 

of the ſame tender Diſpoſition and Affection 

for the Indians. In Teſtimony of our Gratitude 

for all his Services, and becauſe he was ſo good 

as to leave his Country-houſe, and follow us to 

Town, and be at the Trouble, in this his ad- 

vanced Age, to attend the Council, we preſent 

him with this Bundle of Skins.”

© It is always our Way, at the Concluſion of a 
Treaty, to deſire you will uſe your Endeavours 
with the Traders, that they may ſell their Goods 
cheaper, and give us a better Price for our 
Deer-ſkins. Whenever any particular Sort of In- 
dian Goods is ſcarce, they conſtantly make us pay 
the dearer on that Account. We muſt now uſe 
the ſame Argument with them : Our Deer are 
killed in ſuch Quantities, and our Hunting- 
Countries grown leis every Day by the Settlement 
of white People, that Game is now difficult to 
find, and we muſt go a great Way in queſt of 
it; they therefore ought to give us a better 
Price for our Skins; and we deſire you would 
ſpeak to them to do ſo, We haye been {tinted

vou will open the Rum-bottle, and give it to us 
6 in greater Abundance on the Road.” 


To inforce our Requeſt about the Indian Traders, 
2ve preſent you with this Bundle of Skins,

© When we firſt came to your Houſes we found 
© them clean, and in Order, but we have ſtaid fo 
© long as to dirty them; which is to be imputed 
© to our different Way of Living from the white 
© People: And therefore, as we cannot but have 
been diſagreeable to you on this Account, we 
<-prefent you with ſome Skins, to make your 
© Houſes clean, and put them into the fame Con- 
© dition they were in when we came amongſt 
© you.”

© The Buſineſs the Five Nations tranſact with 
you is of great Conſequence, and requires a 
{kilful and honeſt Perſon to go between us; 
one in whom both you and we can place a Con- 
fidence. We eſteem our preſent Interpreter to 
be ſuch a Perſon, equally faithful in the Inter- 
pretation of whatever is ſaid to him by either of 
us, equally allied to both; he is of our Nation, 
and a Member of our Council, as well as of 
yours, When we adopted him, we divided him 
into two equal Parts: One we kept for ourſelves, 
and one we left for you. He has had a great 
Deal of Trouble with us, wore out his Shoes in 
our Meflages, and dirtied his Cloaths by being 
amongſt us, ſo that he is become as naſty as an 
Ludian. 37 
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© In return for theſe Services, we recommend 
© him to your Generoſity; and on our own Behalf, 
© we give him Five Skins to buy him Cloaths and

© We have ſtill one more Favour to aſk. Our 
Treaty, and all we have to ſay about public Bu- 
ſineſs, is now over, and To-morrow we deſign 
to leave you. We hope, as you have given us 
Plenty of good Proviſion whilſt in Town, that 


ſupply us with a little more to ſerve us on the 
Road. And we likewiſe deſire you will provide 
us with Waggons, to carry our Goods to the 
Place where they are to be conveyed by Water.“

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To theſe ſeveral Points the Governor made 
the following Reply, 


© BRETHREN of the Six Nations, 


© The Judgment you have juſt now paſled on 
your Couſins the Delawares, confirms the high 
Opinion we have ever entertained of the Juſtice 
of the dix Nations. This Part of your Character, 
for which you are deſervedly famed, made us 
wave doing ourſelves Juſtice, in order to give 
5 another Opportunity of convincing the 
orld of your inviolable Attachment to your 
Engagements. Theſe unhappy People might 
have always lived eaſy, having never received the 
leaſt Injury from us; but we believe ſome of 
our own People were bad enough to impoſe 
on their Credulity, and engage them in thefe 
wrong Meaſures, which we wilh, for their Sakes, 
they had avoided, | 
We 
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We hoped, from what we have conſtantly 
© given in Charge to the Indian Traders, that they 
* would have adminiſtred no juſt Cauſe of Com- 

plaint : If they do you Wrong, it is againſt our 
« Inclinations, and contrary to our expreſs Di- 
© rections. As you have exhibited no particular 
Charge againft them, we ſhall ufe our beſt En- 
* deavours to perſuade them to give you as much 
© for your Skins as they can poſſibly afford; and to 
© take Care that their Goods, which they give in 
Exchange for Skins, be of the beſt Sort. We 
© will likewiſe order you ſome Rum to ſerve you 
© on your Journey Home, fince you dekre it. 

We with there had been more Room and bet- 

ter Houſes provided for your Entertainment; 
but not expecting ſo many of you, we did the 
beſt we could. Tis true, there are a great many 
Houſes in Town, but as they are the Property 
of other People, who have their own Families 
to take Care of, it is difficult to procure Lodg- 
ings for a large Number of People, eſpecially if 
they come unexpectedly. 
© We entertain the ſame Sentiments of the Abi- 
lities and Probity of the Interpreter, as you have 
expreſſed. We were induced at firſt to make 
Uſe of him in this important Truſt, from his 
being known to be agreeable to you, and one 
who had lived amongſt you for ſome Years, in 
good Credit and Eſteem with all your Nations; 
and have ever found him equally faithful to both. 
We are pleaſed with the Notice you have taken 
of him, and think he richly deſerves it at your 
Hands. We ſhall not be wanting to make him 
a ſuitable Gratification, for the many good and 
faithful Services he hath done this Government. 
© We have already given Orders for Waggons 
to carry your Goods, and for a Supply of Provi- 
ſions to ſerve you on the Road in your Return 
| e Home, 
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Home, where we heartily wiſh you may arrive 
© in good Health. 

After the Governor had concluded, Mr. Logan 
i returned an Anſwer to that Part of Canaſſateege's 
Speech, which related to him, and ſaid, © That 
not only upon the Account of his Lameneſs, of 
which the Indians themſelves were Witneſſes ; 
but on Account of another Indiſpoſition, which 
about three Years ſince had laid him under an 
Incapacity of expreſſing himſelf with his former 
uſual Freedom, he had been obliged to live re- 
tired in the Country. But that our firſt Pro- 
prietor, the Honourable William Penn, who had 
ever been a Father and true Friend to all the 
Indians, having about forty Years ſince recom- 
mended them to his particular Care ; he had al- 
ways, from his own Inclination, as well as from 
that ſtrict Charge, endeavoured to convince all 
the Indians, that he was their true Friend; and 
was now well pleaſed, that after a Tract of 
ſo many Years, they were not inſenſible of 
it. He thanked them kindly for their Preſent, 
and heartily joined with them in their Deſires, 
that this Government may always be furniſhed 
with Perſons of equally good Inclinations, and 
not only with ſuch, but alſo with better Abilities 
to ſerve them.” | 
And then Canaſſatecgo ſaid, He had forgot to 
mention, that Shickcalamy and Caxhayn had been 
it; employ'd on ſeveral Meſſages to this Government, 
| and deſired they might be conſidered on that Ac- 
it: count.

bly's Order; it is recommended to Mr. Pre/ton 
and Mr. Lawrence, to confer with Mr. Kinſey, and 
know whether he, as Speaker of the Aſſembly, 
and Truſtee of the Loan-Office, will e the 
other 60 J. 

And the Indians having requeſted that they 
might have a ſmall Quantity of Rum, to be added 
to their Proviſions, to comfort them on the Road; 
the Board is of Opinion, that there be added to 
the ſaid Eſtimate for twenty Gallons 


of Rum for the aforeſaid Uſe, And in Return

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Governor and the ſeveral Commiſſioners drank 
Health to the Six Nations; and Canaſſateego, 
Tachanoontia, and ſome other Chiefs, returned the 
Compliments, drinking the Healths of * Onas, + 
Aſſaragea, and the Governor of Maryland. 

After they were all ſerved with Wine, Punch, 
Pipes and Tobacco, the Governor told the Indians, 
that as it was cuſtomary, and indeed neceſſary, they 
ſhould have ſome Time to reſt after ſo long a 
Journey, and as he thought three Days would be 
na more than ſufficient for that Purpoſe, he pro- 
poſed to ſpeak to them on Monday next; after which, 
the honourable Commiſſioners would take their own 
Time to deliver what they had to ſay. 

CANASSATEEGO anſwered the Governor : 
We thank you for giving us Time to reſt; we are 
come to you, and ſhall leave it intirely to you to 
appoint the Time when we ſhall meet you 
again. We likewiſe leave it to the Governor 
of Maryland, by whoſe Invitation we came here, to 
appoint a Time when he will pleafe to mention the 
Reaſon of his inviting us. As to our Brother Aa- 
ragoa, we have at this preſent Time nothing to ſay 
to him; not but we have a great deal to ſay to 
Aſſaragoa, which muſt be ſaid at one Time or 
another ; but not being ſatisfied whether he or we 
ſhould begin firſt, we ſhall leave it wholly to our 
Brother Onas to adjuſt this between us, and to ſay 
which ſhall begin ut.

* Honourable Gentlemen, Commiſſioners for the Govern- 
ments of Virginia and Maryland, and Brethren, 
Sachims, or Chiefs of the Indians of the Six 
Nations; N 


T a Treaty, held by me two Years ago, in 

Behalf of the Government of Penſylvanra, 
with a Number of the Chiefs of the Indians of the 
Si Nations, I was deſired by them to write to the 
Governor of Maryland concerning ſome Lands in 
the back Parts of that Province, which they claim 
a Right to from their Conqueſts over the ancient 


Poſſeſſors, and which have been ſettled by ſome of 


the Inhabitants of that Government, without their 
Conſent, or any Purchaſe made from them, Tt 
was at that Time underſtood that the Claim was 
upon Maryland only; but it has ſince appeared, by 
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gan to the late Governor of Maryland, that it re- 


lated likewiſe to ſome Lands in the back Parts of 
Virginia. The Governors of thoſe Colonies ſoon. 
manifeſted a truly equitable Diſpoſition to come to 
any reaſonable 'Terms with the Six Nations on 
account of thoſe Lands, and defired, that for that 
End a Time and Place might be fixed for a Treaty 


with them; but before this could be effected, an 


unfortunate Skirmiſn happened in the back Parts of 
Virginia, between ſome of the Militia there, and a 
Party of the Indian Warriors of the Six Nations, 
with ſome Loſs on both Sides. Who were the Ag- 
greſſors ĩs not at this Time to be diſcuſſed, both Parties 
having agreed to bury that Affair in Oblivion, and 
the Government of Virginia having, in Token of 
the Continuance of their Friendſhip, preſented the 
Six Nations, through my Hands, with Goods to 
the Value of One Hundred Pounds Sterling. To 
prevent further Hoſtilities, and to heal this Breach, 
I had, before the Preſent was given, made a Tender 
of my good Office ; which both Parties accepted, 
and conſented, on my Inſtances, to lay down their 
Arms: Since which the Faith pledged to me has 


been mutually preſerved, and a Time and Place 


has been agreed upon, through my Intervention, 
for-accommodating all Differences, and for ſettling 
a firm Peace, Union and Friendſhip, as well be- 
tween the Government of Virginia as that of 
Maryland, and the Indians of the Six Nations X. 
The honourable the Commiſſioners for theſe two 
Governments, and the Deputies of the Six Nations, 
are now met at the Place appointed for the Treaty. 
It only remains therefore for me to ſay, that if my 
further good Offices ſhall be thought uſeful for

Dominions, that Peace and Friendſhip be eſtabliſh'd 
between your Governments and the Indians of 
the Six Nations. 

Theſe Indians, by their Situation, are a Frontier 
to ſome of them; and, from thence, if Friends, 
are capable of defending their Settlements; if Ene- 


mies, of making cruel Ravages upon them; if 


Neuters, they may deny the French a Paſſage 
through their Country, and give us timely Notice 


of their Deſigns. Theſe are but ſome of the Mo- 


tives for cultivating a good Underſtanding with 
them; but from hence the Diſadvantages of a Rup- 
ture are abundantly evident. Every Advantage 


you gain over them in War, will be a weakening 
of the Barrier of thofe Colonies; and conſequently 


be, in Effect, Victories over yourſelves and vour 
Fellow Subjects. Some Allowances for their Pre- 
judices and Paſſions, and a Preſent now and then 
for the Relief of their Neceſſities, which have, in 
ſome Meaſure, been brought upon them by their 
Intercourſe with us, and by our yearly extending 
our Settlements, will probably tie them more cloſely 
to the Britiſh Intereſt. This has been the Method 
of New-York and Penſylvania, and will not put you 


to ſo much Expence in twenty Years, as the carry- 
ing on a War againſt them will do in one. The 


French very well know the Importance of theſe Na- 
tions to us, and will not fail by Preſents, and their 
other uſual Arts, to take Advantage of any Miſun-

the Accompliſhment of this Work, you may rely 
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; derſtanding we may have with them . But I will 


detain you, Gentlemen, no longer. You own fu-

Upon which, the Indians gave the Y o-hah, 


When the Governor of Maryland received the 
firſt Notice, about ſeven Years ago, of your Claim 
to ſome Lands in that Province, he thought our 
good Friends and Brethren of the Six Nations had 
little Reaſon to complain of any Injury from Mary- 
land, and that they would be ſo well convinced 
thereof, on farther Deliberation, as he ſhould hear 
no more of it ; but you ſpoke of that Matter again 
to the Governor of Pen/ylvania, about two Years 


ſince, as if you deſigned to terrify us. 


It was very inconſiderately ſaid by you, that you 
would do yourſelves Juſtice, by going to take Pay- 
ment yourſelves : Such an Attempt would have in- 
tirely diſſolved the Chain of Friendſhip ſubſiſting, not 
only between us, but perhaps the other Engliſb and you. 

We aſſure you, our People, who are numerous, 
courageous, and have Arms ready in their Hands, 
will not ſuffer themſelves to be hurt in their Lives 
and Eſtates.

too flender, we-removed the Rope, and tied it to 


the Trees; and as the Trees were liable to 'be 


blown down by high Winds, or to decay of them- 


ſelves, we, from the Affection we bore them, again 
removed the Rope, and tied it to a ftrong and big 
Rock | here the Interpreter ſaid, they mean the Oneido 


Country] and not content with this, for its further 


Security, we removed the Rope to the big Moun- 
tain [here the Interpreter ſaid, they mean the Onon- 
dago Country] and there we tied it very faſt, and 
rol'd Wampum about it; and, to make it ſtill 
more ſecure, we ſtood upon the Wampum, and 
fat down upon it, to defend it, and to prevent any 
Hurt coming to it, and did our beſt Endeavours 


that it might remain uninjured for ever. During 


all this Time the New-comers, the Dutch, acknow- 
ledged our Right to the Lands, and ſolicited us, 


from Time to Time, to grant them Parts of our 


Country,

Country, and to enter into League and Covenant 
with us, and to become one People with us. 


and, as we were told, became one People with the 


Engliſh, an Enghiſh Governor came to Albany, and 
finding what great Friendſhip ſubſiſted between us 
and the Dutch, he approved it mightily, and defired 
to make as ſtrong a League, and to be upon as 
good Terms with us as the Dutch were, with whom 
he was united, and to become one People with us : 
And by his further Care in looking into what had 
paſſed between us, he found that the Rope which 
tied the Ship to the great Mountain was only faſt- 
ened with Wampum, which was liable to break 
and rot, and to periſh in a Courſe of Years; he 
therefore told us, he would give us a Silver Chain, 
which would be much ftronger, and would laſt for 
ever. This we accepted, and faſtened the Ship 
with it, and it has laſted ever ſince. Indeed we 
have had ſome ſmall Differences with the Engliſb, 
and, during theſe Miſunderſtandings, ſome of their 
young Men would, by way of Reproach, be ever 

now and then telling us, that we ſhould have perifh- 
ed if they had not come into the Country, and fur- 
niſned us with Strowds, and Hatchets, and Guns, 
and other 'T hings neceſſary for the Support of Life; 
but we always gave them to underſtand that they

AT a Treaty, held with many of the Chiefs 
of your Nations Two Years ago, the Road 
between us was made clearer and wider ; our Fire 
was enlarged, and our Friendſhip confirmed by an 


Exchange of Preſents, and many other mutual good 
Offices. 


We think ourſelves happy in having been inftru- 
mental to your meeting with our Brethren of Vir- 


ginia and Maryland; and we perfwade ourſelves, 
that you, on your Parts, will always remember it 
as an Inſtance of our Good-will and Affection for 


vou. This has given us * Opportunity of ſeeing

you ſooner than perhaps we ſhould otherwiſe have 
done; and, as we are under mutual Obligations by 
Treaties, we to hear with our Ears for you, and 
you to hear with. your Ears for us, we take this 
Opportunity to inform you of what very nearly 
concerns us both. 

The Great King , ENGLAND and the French 
King have declared War againſt each other. Two 
Battles have been fought, one by Land, and the 
other by Sea. The Great King of ENGLAND com- 
manded the Land-Army in Perſon, and gained a 


compleat Victory. Numbers of the French were 


killed and taken Priſoners, and the reſt were forced 
to paſs a River with Precipitation to fave their Lives. 
The Great God covered the King's Head. in that 
Battle, ſo that he did not receive the leaſt Hurt; 
for which you, as well as we, have Reaſon to be 
very thankful. - : 

The Engagement at Sea was likewiſe to the Ad- 
vantage of the Engliſh, The French and Spaniards 
joined their Ships together, and came out to fight 
us. The brave Engliſb Admiral burnt one of their 
largeſt Ships, and many others were ſo ſhattered, 
that they were glad to take the Opportunity of a 
very high Wind, and a dark Night, to run away, 
and to hide themſelves again in their own Har- 
bours. Had the Weather proved fair, he would, 
in all Probability, have taken or deſtroyed them 
all. 005 | „ 

I need not put you in mind how much VVilliam 
Penn and his Sons have been your Friends, and the 
Friends of all the Indians. You have long and 
often experienced their Friendſhip for you; nor 
need I repeat to you how kindly you were treated, 

and what valuable Preſents were made to you two 
Years ago by the Governor, the Council, and the 
Aſſembly of Penhluania. The Sons of William 


their 


Penn are all now in England, and have left me in 
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their Place, well knowing how much I regard you 
and all the Indians. As a freſh Proof of this, I 
have left my Houſe, and am come thus far to ſee 
you, to renew our Treaties, to brighten the Cove- 
nant-Chain, and to confirm our Friendſhip with 
you. In Teſtimony whereof, I preſent you with. 
this Belt of Wampum. 


Which was received with the Vo-hah. 


As your Nations have engaged themſelves by 
Treaty to aſſiſt us your Brethren of Penhlvuania, 
in Caſe of a War with the French, we do not doubt 
but you will punctually perform an Engagement 
ſo ſolemnly entered into. A War is' now de- 
clared, and we expect that you will not ſuffer the 
French, or any of the Indians in Alliance with them, 
to march through your Country, to diſturb any of our 
Settlements; and that you will give us the earlieſt and 
beſt Intelligence of any Deſigns that may be formed 
by them to our Diſadvantage, as we promiſe to do of 
any that may be to yours. To enforce. what I have 
now ſaid to you in the ſtrongeſt Manner, I preſent 
you with this Belt of Wampum, TEE

After a little Pauſe, his Hinour the GovkxRNOR

Friends and Brethren of the Six Nations, 


What I have now ſaid to you is in Conformity 
to Treaties ſubſiſting between the Province of which 
I am Governor, and your Nations. I now pro- 
ceed, with the Conſent of the honourable Commiſ- 


ſioners for Virginia and Maryland, to tell you, that 


all Differences having been adjuſted, and the Roads 
between us and you made quite clear and open, we 
are ready to confirm our Treaties with your Na- 
tions, and eſtabliſh a Friendſhip that is not to end,

of Penſylvania, aceording to the Liſt which the In- 
terpreter will explain, are laid by themſelves, and 


are likewiſe ready to be delivered to you at your

After a little Pauſe the Commiſſioners of Virginia 
ſpoke as follows: 


* Sachims and Warriors of the Six N ations, 
The Way between us being made ſmooth by 


what paſſed Yeſterday, we defire now to confirm 


all former Treaties made between Virginia and you, 
our Brethren of the Six Nations, and to make our 
Chain of Union and Friendſhip as bright as the 
Sun, that it may not contract any more Ruſt for 
ever; that our Childrens Children may rejoice at, 
and confirm what we have done; and that you and 
your Children may not forget it, we give you One 
Hundred Pounds in Gold, and this Belt of Wam-

In this Time 
of War with our common Enemies the French and 
Spaniards, it wilt be the wiſeſt Way to be at Peace 
among ourſelves, They, the Catawbas, are alſo 
Children of the Great King, and therefore we deſire 
you will agree, that we may endeavour to make a 
Peace between you and them.

Joy on this Occaſion, You then came nearer 
Home, and told us, „Lou had left your Houſe,

People of Pernſylvania, to ſee us, to renew your 
& Treaties, to brighten the Covenant-Chain, and 
« to confirm your Friendſhip with us.” We ap- 
prove this Propoſition, we thank you for it. We 
own, with Pleaſure, that the Covenant-Chain be- 
tween us and Penſylvania is of old Standing, and 
has never contracted any Ruſt; we wiſh it may 
always continue as bright as it has done hitherto; 
and, in Token of the Sincerity of our Wiſhes, we 


preſent. you with this Belt of Wampum.

You was pleaſed Yeſterday to remind us of our

with the French, you called upon us to aſſiſt you, 
and not to ſuffer the French to march through our 
| Country, to diſturb any of your Settlements, _ 

In Anſwer, we aſſure you we have all theſe Par- 
ticulars in our Hearts, they are freſh in our Me- 
mory. We ſhall never forget that you and we have 
but one Heart, one Head, one Eye, one Ear, and 
one Hand. We ſhall have all your Country under 
our Eye, and take all the Care we can to prevent 
any Enemy from coming into it; and, in Proof of 
our Care, we muſt inform you, that before we 
came here, we told * Onandio, our Father, as he is 
called, that neither he, nor any of his People, 
ſhould come through our Country, to hurt our 
Brethren the Engliſh, or any of the Settlements 
belonging to them; there was Room: enough at 
Sea to fight, there he might do what he pleaſed, 
but he ſhould not come upon our Land, to do any 
Damage to our Brethren. And you may depend 
upon our uſing our utmoſt Care to ſee this effec- 
tually done; and in Token of our Sinceritys we 
preſent you with this Belt of Wampum.“ | 
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Which was received with the uſual Ceremony, 


After ſome little Time, the Interpreter ſaid, Canaſſa- 
teego had forgot Ts material, and defired 
to mend his Speech, and to do ſo as often as he 
Should omit any Thing of Moment; and thereupon 
he added, 


The Six Nations have a great Authority and 
Influence over ſundry Tribes of Indians in Alli- 
ance with the French, and particularly over the 


Praying 


Onandio, the Governor of Canada. 
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Praying Indians, formerly a Part with ourſelves, 
who ſtand in the very Gates of the French ; and, 
to ſhew our further Care, we have engaged theſe 
very Indians, and other Indian Allies of the French, 
for you. They will not join the French againſt 


you. They have agreed with us before we ſet 


out. We have put the Spirit of Antipathy againſt 
che French in thoſe People. Our Intereſt is very 
conſiderable with them, and many other Nations; 
and as far as ever it extends, we ſhall uſe it for 
your Service.“ | | 


The Governor ſaid, Canaſſatecgo did well to 


mend his Speech ; he might always do it when- 
ever bis Memory ſhould fail him in any Point of 
Conſequence ; and he thanked him for the very 
agreeable Addition. 


BROTHER Aſſaragoa, 5 
You told us Yeſterday, that all Diſputes with 


you being now at an End, you defired to confirm 


all former Treaties between Virginia and us, and 
to make our Chain of Union as bright as the

We agree very heartily with you in theſe Pro- 
poſitions; we thank you for your good Inclina- 
tions; we deſire you will pay no Regard to any

We are glad you know theſe Things of the Ca- 
tawbas; we believe what you ſay to be true, that 
there are, notwithſtanding, ſome amongſt them 
who are wiſer and better ; and, as you fay they 
are your Brethren, and belong to the Great King 
over the Water, we ſhall not be againſt a Peace 
on reaſonable Terms, provided they will come to 
the Northward to treat about it.

You told us likewiſe, you had a great Houfe 


provided for the Education of Youth, and that 


there were ſeveral white People and Indians Chil- 


dren there to learn Languages, and to write and 


read, and invited us to ſend ſome of our Children 


amongſt you, c.

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We muſt let you know we love our Children 
too well to ſend them ſo great a Way, and the 
Indians are not inclined to give their Children 
Learning. We allow it to be good, and we thank 
you for your Invitation; but our Cuſtoms differ- 
ing from yours, you will be ſo good as to ex-

We hope * Tarachawagon will be preſerved by 
the good Spirit to a good old Age; when he is 
gone under Ground, it will be then Time enough 
to look out for another; and no doubt but amongſt 
ſo many Thouſands as there are in the World, one 
fuch Man may be found, who will ſerve both Par- 
ties with the fame Fidelity as Tarachawagon does;

There lives a Nation of Indians on the other 
Side of your Country, the Tuſcaroraes, who are 
our Friends, and with whom we hold Corre- 
ſpondence ; but the Road between us and them has 
been ſtopped for ſome Time, on account of the 
Miſbehaviour of ſome of our Warriors. We 
have opened a new Road for our Warriors, and 
they ſhall keep to that ; but as that would be in- 
convenient for Meſſengers going to the Tuſcaroraes, 
we defire they may go the old Road. We fre- 
quently ſend 9 to one another, and ſhall 
have more Occaſion to do ſo now that we have 
concluded a Peace with the Cheritees. To enforce

At the Cloſe of your reſpective Speeches Yeſ- 
terday, you made us very handſome Preſents, and 
we ſhould return you ſomething ſuitable to your 
Generoſity; but, alas! we are poor, and ſhall 
ever remain ſo, as long as there are ſo many In- 
dian Traders among us. Theirs and the white 


Peoples Cattle have eat up all the Graſs, and 


and make Deer ſcarce. However, we have pro- 
vided a ſmall Preſent for you; and though ſome 
of you gave us more than others, yet, as you are 
all equally our Brethren, we ſhall leave it to you 
to divide it as you pleaſe.— And then preſented 
three Bundles of Skins, which were received with 
the uſual Ceremony from the three Governments. 

We have one Thing further to ſay, and that is, 
We heartily recommend Union and a good Agree- 
ment between you our Brethren. Never diſagree, 
but preſerve a ſtrict Friendſhip for one another, 
and thereby you, as well as we, will become the 
ſtronger. 

Our wiſe Forefathers eſtabliſhed Union and 


Amity between the Five Nations; this has made us 
formidable; this has given us great Weight and 


Authority with our neighbouring Nations. 
We are a powerful Confederacy ; and, by your 
obſerving the ſame Methods our wiſe Forefathers 
have 
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have taken, you will acquire freſh Strength and 
Power; therefore, whatever, befals you, never fall 
out one with another.” 75 1 


The Governor replied, | 


The honourable Commiſſioners of Virginia and 

Maryland have deſired me to ſpeak for them; 
therefore I, in Behalf of thoſe Governments, as well 
as of the Province of Penſylvania, return you Thanks 
for the many Proofs you have given in your Speeches 
of your Zeal for the Service of your Brethren the 
Engliſh, and in particular, for your having ſo early 
engaged in a Neutrality the ſeveral Tribes of In- 
dians in the French Alliance. We do not doubt 
but you will faithfully diſcharge your Promiſes. 
As to your Preſents, we never eſtimate theſe 
Things by their real Worth, but by the Diſpoſi- 
tion of the Giver. In this Light we accept them 
with great Pleaſure, and put a high Value upon 
them. We are obliged to. you for recommend- 
ing Peace and good Agreement amongſt ourſelves. 
We are all Subjects, as well as you, of the Great 
King beyond the Water; and, in Duty to his 
Majeſty, and from the good Affection we bear 
to each other, as well as from a Regard to our own 


Intereſt, we ſhall always be inclined to live in 
Friendſkip.” | | 


Then the Commiſſioners of Virginia preſented 
the hundred Pounds in Gold, together with a Pa- 
per, containing a Promiſe to recommend the Six 
Nations for further Favour to the King; which 
they received with Yo-hah, and the Paper was given 
by them to Conrad Weiſer, to keep for them. The

The Indians received theſe two Strings of Wams 
pPuum with the uſual Yo-hah. 
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The Governor then aſked them what was the 
Reaſon that more of the Shawanaes, from their 
Town on Hobhio, were not at the Treaty? But ſee- 
ing that it would require a Council in Form, and 
perhaps another Day to give an Anſwer, he deſired 
they would give an Anſwer to Conrad Weiſer upon 
the Road on their Return Home; for he was to ſet 
out for Philadelphia the next Morning.

His Excellency the Governor of New-York, ha- his 
ving received his Majeſty's Commands, to engage to. 
the Indian Nations depending on his Government, Seal 
to join in the Expedition then intended againſt 
Canada, and to make them the uſual Preſents on 
that Occaſion; and being ſenſible of the great Uſe 
theſe Nations might be to the Succeſs of this En- 
terprize, and likewiſe of the Difficulties that pro- 
bably might attend his Endeavours at this Time, 


was deſirous to have had the Aſſiſtance of as many fe 
of the Members of his Majeſty's Council as the H H, 
Circumſtances of Affairs would permit; but they bet 
all declined to give their Attendance, except Mr, R. 


Colden and Mr. Livingſton. His Excellency was br 
therefore obliged to act with the ſmalleſt n, fr

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of Members, which, by his Majeſty's Commiſſion, 
can form a Council, viz. Three; the above two 
Gentlemen and Capt. Rutherford, who was then 
at his Poſt in Albany. 5 
As ſoon as his Excellency received his Majeſty's 
Commands, he diſpatched from Albany ſuch Per- 
ſons as, by the beſt Information he could receive, 
had Influence among the Six Nations, to invite 
them ſeverally to meet him at Albany, on the 20th 
of July. His Excellency arriv'd at Albany the 21ſt: 
of 7uly, where having heard, that, beſides the 
= Small-Pox, (which his Excellency never had) many 
BY were ſick of a contagious malignant Fever, he 
continued on board the Sloop which carried him 
up, to conſider where to lodge with the leaft 
Danger to his Perſon from the Infection of theſe 
Diſtempers; and the next Morning reſolved to go 
into the Fort. He was received at his Landing

told him how well he took this ſpecial Mark of 


his Fidelity, and aſſured him, that he would not 
only now reward him and his Companions, by 
particular Preſents, but would always remember 
this Act of Friendſhip. They had already re- 
ceived: the Reward given by the Act of Aſſembly. 
His Excellency gave each of them four Span: 
Dollars; to the Leader a fine laced Coat and Hat, 
and a ſilver Breaſt-Plate ; and to each of the others 
a Stroud Blanket and a lac'd Hat. 
Theſe Indians told us, that they lay ſeveral Days 
among the Buſhes, from whence they could fee 
every Man that came out of the Fort-Gate. They 
endeavoured for ſome Lime to take a Priſoner, but 
obſerving that none went to ſuch a Diſtance from 
the Fort that they could hope to carry him off, 
they reſolved to take the firſt Opportunity for a 
Scalp: Two Soldiers coming out of the Fort, after 
the Chapel Bell had rung about Noon, one of the 


Indians, by their Leader's Order, fired with Swan 


Shot upon them while they were near to each other. 
It is a conſtant Rule among theſe ſculking Parties, 
never to fire without Orders from their Leader. 
One of the Frenchmen was killed upon the Spot, 
the other wounded, and fled immediately towards 
the Fort Gate. The Indian who had fired, purſu'd, 


and with his Hatchet brought him down within 


a hundred Steps of the Fort Gate; and, though 
the French in the Fort ruſhed out at the Gate, he 
took his Scalp off; the others had ſcalped the Man 


that was firſt killed, and then they all fled. The 


French in their Hurry had run out without their 
Arms, and upon recollecting themſelves, return'd 
to Arms, which facilitated the Eſcape of the Indian. 
His Excellency being informed that the Leader 
of this Party was defirous to be diſtinguiſhed by 
his Excellency's giving him a new Name, and 
that a Name, which, in the Language of the S: 
„„ | Nations, 
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Nations fignified the Path-opener, would be moſt 
acceptable to him; his. Excellency honour'd him 
with that Title; which he accepted very thank- 
fully, and ſeem'd exceedingly pleaſed with it: 
Whereupon he faid, that the other two Indians, 
having alſociated with a Mobdtanier, or River 
Indian, were reſolved to go out againit the Enemy: 
But as he thought he: might be more uſeful by 
ſtaying, to aſſiſt at the enfuing Treaty, he was 
reſolved! to remain here. He added, that in caſe 
the Interpreter, and others ſent to invite the Six 


Nations to meet here, fail'd in any part, he would 


go among the Six Nations, and doubted! not to 
bring many by his Influence, who otherwiſe might 

na Day or two after, ſix of ſeven Zadians, 'who 
had been ſent out by the Commiſſioners for Indian 
Affairs to Crotun- Poim, to take Priſoners, arid gain 
Intelligence, returned, and faid, That they had 
gone to that Place, and that in Sight of it they had 
ſeparated, with Defign thereby to furprize any 
Straggler that might have come out of the Fort: 
That while they were thus ſeparated, two of their 
Number were ſuddenly furrounded and taken by 
the Enemy : One of theſe two, after having been 
detained three or four Days, join'd the others at 
Saraghtoga. He ſaid, that he had been threatened 


with Death by the Adirondacks ; * but that the 


: Cahnuagas + interpos'd, and by their Intereeſſion 
| he was ſet at Liberty; and ſome of the Cabnuagas 


conducted him through Lac Sacrement. He re-

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French and Indians, at Croiun- Point. The other 
Priſoner, an Onondaga, conſented to remain with 
the French, and was ſent to Canada. W 
Soon after this, ſixteen Afohawk Indians came to 
the Town, who had been ſent out from the lower 
Mobaut Caſtle by Mr. Johnſon, to gain Intelli- 
gence near Crawn-Point, and to take Priſoners. 
They reported that they had diſcovered ſo great a 
Number of French and Indians at Crotun-Point, 
that they had no Hopes of being able to bring off 
any Priſoners, and thought it adviſeable to return 
ſpeedily, and inform of the great Danger they 
thought this Place was in. His Excellency invited 
them to go thither again, in order to deſcry the 
Motions of the Enemy: And as a farther En- 
couragement to them, to either ſcalp or take 
Priſoners, he offered every Perſon of the ſaid Party 
that ſhould take a Scaip or Priſoner, a Piece of 
Stroud, and a Suit of laced Clothes, beſides the 
Bounty ; but they, being frightened with the Ap- 
prehenſions of Danger, declined going back, and 
faid, They muſt retura Home, and acquaint their 
Friends and Relations, with what they had heard 
and ſeen. Several other Indians likewiſe alarmed 
the Mohawks, by telling them that the French had 
aà great Force at Crown-Point, and that they would 
certainly attack either Albany or Schenectade, or the 
Settlements on the Mohawks River, or perhaps 
ſeveral Places at the ſame Time. © 
Mr. Johnſon, and the commanding Officer of 
the Garriſon of 15. Troops in the Mohawi: 
Country, by their Letters to his Excellency, con- 
firm'd theſe Reports; and added, the Mohawk: 
had entertain'd Apprehenſions of the French Force 
at Crotun-Point, which was like to have a bad 
Effect. On this, his Excellency wrote to Mr. 
Fohnſon, that all theſe Stories of the French Force 
at Crown-Point were only Artifices of the French

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to intimidate the Indians, or to amuſe them, with 
Deſign to fruſtrate the Treaty which he intended 
to have with them; and that he was to aſſure the 
Indians, that they could be in no Danger from the 
French However, that they might ſee that he 
would omit nothing which they might think 
neceſſary for their Security, he had ordered 2 
Lieutenant of Militia, with thirty Men, to rein- 
force the lower Caſtle, and had likewiſe ordered 
the Captain of Militia near the upper Caſtle, to 
aſſiſt the Indians there in fortify ing their Caſtle, and 
to hold himſelf in Readineſs to ſupport them on any 

Emergency. | 
One John Colan, a Frenchman, who ſome Years 
ſince had removed from Canada, and ſettled and 
married at Schenectade, and who has ſince that 
Time lived in good Reputation there, was ſent by 
Major Glen to inform his Excellency, that one 
Aaron, a noted Mohawk Sachim, who, with ſeveral 
others of the Six Nations, had been laſt Spring in 
Canada to treat with the Governot there, did then 
entertain two Cahunaga Indians. This Man, John 
Golan, acquainted his Excellency, that having diſ- 
covered the Cahnuaga Indians, he told them he was 
a Frenchman, and was deſirous of returning to his 
own Country, on which they began preſently to 
propoſe to him Methods for his Eſcape ; at which 
Time, this Aaron coming near them, he expreſs'd 
his Fears of being diſcovered by him. They 
anſwered, that he need not fear Aaron, for he was 
their Friend, and deſigned to go with them. As 
they propoſed to him to eſcape privately by himſelf, 
and to meet them at a Place they named, he told 
them of his Fears, in that Caſe, of meeting with 

the French Indians while he was alone. The 

anſwered, that if he dreſs'd himſelf like an Indian, 
the French Indians would do him no Hurt, without 
hiſt calling to him; upon which, if he ſtopp'd and 
- G 2 call'd 
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call'd out Maria, the French Indiaus would be ſo 
far from hurting him, that they would immediately 
come up to him, and take him by the Hand. From 
this, and ſeveral other Incidents, which it would 
be tedious to relate, his Excellency was convinced 
of ſome ſecret Underſtanding between the Six Na- 
ions and the Cahnuagas, or French Indians And 
that, however any Party of our Indians might be 
induced to fall upon the French, they would not at 


that Time moleſt the French Indians, nor prevent 
the Miſchiefs which the Inhabitants received from 


their ſculking Parties. | | 

For this Reaſon, his Excellency endeavoured to 
ſend out again the Lo_ of Rangers, which 
Had formerly been employed againſt the ſculking 


Indians: But, as the Aſſembly had made no Pro- 
viſion for this Expence, they refuſed to go, unleſs 


He gave his perſonal Bond for their Pay, at three 


Shillings a Day for each private Man, beſides 


their Proviſion ; and would not be ſatisfied with 
the Promiſes that he, by the Advice of the Coun- 
Cil, made them of recommending their Service to 
the General Aſſembly, and the Aſſurances he 
3 them of their being rewarded as they de- 
hired. . 

On their continuing obſtinate, his Excellency 
was of Opinion, that no conſiderable Service could 
be expected from Men, who were moved by. no 
other Principle but that of exceſſive Wages: And 
he had Reaſon afterwards to be confirmed in this 


Opinion, when Captain Langdon, and afterwards 


Captain T hebout, voluntarily went with their Com- 
anies of the new-levied Troops, to ſcour the 

Woods, and took ſome of theſe Albany Men with 
them as Guides; who, whenever they apprehended 
themſelves in Danger, by the Diſcovery of recent 
Tracts, ſome one or other of them could not be 
kept from firing their Guns, or making ſome Noiſe, 
by 
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by which the French Indians, if any were near them, 
muſt know how to avoid them. Some Indians, 
who were likewiſe fent out in Company with theſe 
Men, complained in like Manner. | 

The publick Interpreter, whom the Governor 
(as before obſerved) had fent with others, to invite 
the Six Nations to meet him at Albany, wrote to 
the Commiſhoners for Indian Affairs, That they 
met with Difficulties and Obſtructions from 
the Sachims, who had been lately at Canada: That 
the Oneydoes refuſed to give any Anſwer, tho' they 
had ftaid there thirteen Days endeavouring to per- 
ſuade them; and that the Cayugas had abſolutely 
refuſed to meet the Governor. On which, his Ex- 


cellency deſired to be informed by the Commiſ- 


ſioners of Indian Affairs, whether they knew of any 
Perſon of Influence or Intereſt with the Indians, and 
fit to be ſent among them on this Occaſion. They 
anſwered, that they knew of none; and that the 
Indians were in a very bad Diſpoſition, and much 
under the Influence of the French. 

About this Time his Excellency being informed, 
that the Interpreter, and others ſent with him, had 
neglected to ſend proper Invitations to the Indians 
living on the Branches of Saſquehannah River; and 
that Captain Vroman, of Scohary, was a proper Per- 
fon to be ſent to thoſe Indians; he ſent him, in 
Company with Captain Staats, with a Belt of Ham- 
pum to invite them., | 

While the Indian Affairs appear'd in this diſ- 
couraging State, an Account came to Town, that 


about twenty young Ch:ckeſaws were come to the 


Senecas, to defire them to ſhew them the Way to 
Canada. The Chickefatvs had always been Enemies 
to the French : A Party of about five Hundred Men 
had, four Years before, been ſent out againſt them 
from Canada, who were ſo entirely routed by the 
Ghickeſaws, that few returned. "Theſe young Chicke- 
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ſaws told the Senecas, that the French of Canada 


had, about four Years ſince, made them a Viſit, 
and were ſo kind to leave them four Hundred Guns, 
which were now wore out; and, fince the French 


had not thought fit to bring them any more Guns, 


they were reſolved to go to Canada to fetch new ones; 
and promiſed, that if the Senecas would ſhew them 
theWay, they would go Home, and return with four 
Hundred ſtout Fellows. Some other Indian Nations 


who lived to the Weſtward, diſcovering their Aver- 


ſion to the French at the ſame Time, theſe Incidents 
aſſiſted the Governor's Meſſengers in bringing more 


Indians to Albany than they expected, when they wrote 


to the Commiſſioners for Indian Affairs. 

While the Interpreter was at the more diſtant 
Indian Caftles, Mr. William Fohnſon was indefati- 
gable among the ohawts ; he dreſſed himſelf after 
the Indian Manner, made frequent Dances, accord- 
ing to their Cuſtom when they excite to War, and 
uſed all the Means he could think of, at a conſider- 


able Expence, (which his Excellency had promiſed 


to repay him) 1n order to engage them heartily in 


tie War againſt Canada. Tho he ſucceeded be- 


yond what any Man in Albany thought could be 
done, yet ſeveral of the Sachims (in the Conajohary, 
or upper Afohawk Caſtle, chiefly) refuſed to engage 
in the War; but inſiſted, that as this War was 
entered into between the Engliſb and French, in 
which they had no Intereſt, they ought to remain 
neuter. The Engliſb and French, they ſaid, could 
at any Time make Peace ; but if they ſhould enter 
into the War, Indians could not make up the Quar- 


rel among themſelves, otherwiſe than by the De- 


ſtruction of one or the other. The French could 
have no Hopes of engaging the Six Nations on 
their Side againſt the Engliſb, and therefore wiſely 
play'd this Game of endeavouring to make them 
ſtand neuter, which they could enforce by ſtron

When they of the more diſtant Nations I 
came along with the Interpreter to the lower Ho- © i 
bawk Caſtle, and found that Mr. Johnſon had al- 1 
ready engaged many of the young Men there to 1 
join the Army againſt Canada, the others blamed i 
the Mohawks; telling them with ſome Warmth, 15 
That they had been very raſn in engaging ſo far. fk 
They ought, the others ſaid, to have conſidered 18 
that they, the Mohatols, were the ſmalleſt in „ 


Number of any of the Six Nations, and ought not 
© to have proceeded to fo great a Length, without 
© the previous Conſent of the others. To this the 
Mohawks anſwered, It is true, we are leſs conſiderable 
as to Number, than any of the other Nations ; but our 
Hearts are truly Engliſh, and all of us are Men * 
ſo that, if our Force be put to the Trial, perhaps it will 
be found greater than you imagine. Theſe Diſputes, 
however, continued ſo far, that the dohawks, and. 
the other Five Nations, could not go in Company 
to Albany; the Mohawks marched on one Side of 
the River, while the other Nations went on the 
other Side. [There are two Roads from the Mo- 
bawks Caſtle to Schenectada, one on each Side of the 
Mohawks River.] |

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When the Indians came near the Town of A.. 
bany, on the 81 of Auguſt, Mr. Johnſon put himſelf 


at the Head of the Jdohawts, dreſſed and painted 


after the Manner of an Indian War-Captain'; and 
the Indians who followed him, were likewiſe dreſſed 
and painted, as is uſual with them when they ſet 
out in War. The Indians ſaluted the Governor as 
they paſſed the Fort, by a running Fire; which his 
Excellency ordered to be anſwered by a Diſcharge 


of ſome Cannon from the Fort: He afterwards re- 


ceived the Sachims in the Fort-Hall, bid them Wel- 
come, and treated them with a Glaſs of Wine. 
As, by all Accounts, the Diſpoſition of the Six 
Nations ſeemed at this Time leſs in Favour of the 
Britiſh Intereſt than was to be wiſhed, his Excel- 
lency thought it neceſſary to have frequent Confe- 
rences, in private, with the principle Sachims of 


each Nation; ſometimes ſeparately and finely, at 


ether Jimes, with ſome of each Nation jointly, 
There were only two of the Mobatols Sachims (be- 


tides Aaron beforementioned, who leſt the Caſtle 
at chis Time) that could not be prevailed on by 
Mr. Johnson to declare themſelves for entering into 


the War againſt Canada : They were both of the 
Conajohary or Upper-Caſtle, and one of them the 
Head of the Tribe, called the Tertoiſe; (which, 
tho' not ſo numerous as that of the Bear, yet is 
looked on as the firſt in Rank or Dignity ;) and, 
as he had been with the Governor of Canada laſt 


Spring, it was thought to be of ſome Conſequence 


to gain him. Mr. Colden, above twenty Years ſince, 


had the Compliment of being received into that 


Caſtle; and, about ſeven Years ſince, (the laſt 


Time he had been with the fohawks) had contrac- 


ted ſome more particular Acquaintance with theſe 
two Sachims : He invited them to a private Confe- 


rence, at which, the Reverend Mr. Barclay aſſiſted 


as Interpreter ; they met him, and brought five 
| more 
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more with them : After this Conference theſe Sa- 
chims appear'd as hearty as any of the others. He 
that was Head of the Tribe, call'd the Tortoiſe, ſaid, 
« His Uncle had been the chief War-Captain 
among the Mohawks : That his Uncle had parti- 
cularly diſtinguiſhed himfelf in their Wars 
againſt the French, and he was reſolved to ſhew 
himſelf not unworthy of his Anceftors, nor of his 
Uncle's Name, which he had obtained after his 
Death.” | | 5 
After the principal Sachims had, at theſe Con- 
ferences, been brought to a good Diſpoſition, his 
Excellency advifed with the Gentlemen of the 
Council, and the Commiſſioners from the Maſſa - 
chuſets Bay, on what might be proper to be ſaid to 
the Six Nations in the public Speech, which he now 
propoſed to make to them. Col. Fendell and Mr. 
Mells had arrived from Bo/fon about the End of July, 
and ſoon after they came to Town, his Excellency 
ordered the Gentlemen of the Council to commu- 
nicate to them all the Information which had been. 
received, with reſpect to the Indian Affairs: And. 
they had frequent Conferences together from "Time 
to Time, as Occaſion required : It was likewiſe 
thought proper to communicate what his Excel- 
lency intended to ſay to ſome of the Sachims of 
each Nation, who were thought moſt hearty in the 
Britiſh Intereſt; who ſaid, that it was well con- 
ceiv'd as could have been done, had they them- 
felves adviſed upon the Subject; only, as it had-been_ 
adviſed to obſerve in the firſt Draught, That ſome 
of his Majeſty's Subjects had been inſtigated by the 
French to riſe in Rebellion againſt the King; that 
they had been defeated by one of the King's Sons ; 
that theſe poor People were now utterly ruined, and 
had nothing left but to bewail their Folly in the 
Miſery that was brought upon them, by ſuffering 
themſelves to be deluded by the Promiſes of the 
> French ; 
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French ; they ſaid, that they did not underſtand the 
Affairs on the other Side of the Sea, nor did they 
trouble their Heads about them ; and as they had 


no Method of retaining what is ſpoke to them 


but by their Memories, they were afraid that this 
might perplex their Memories, and make them leſs 


attentive to what was properly their Buſineſs; 
and adviſed, that it ſhould be left out ; which ac- 
cordingly was done. 


Another Difficulty remained. The publick Inter- 


preter had been taken dangerouſly ill in his Return 
to Albany, and was at this Time confined to his 
Bed. Tho' ſeveral were employed, who had Know- 


edge ſufficient in the Language of the Six Nations, 


to make themſelves be underſtood, and to under- 


ſtand what was ſpoke to them; yet none of them 


were ſo much Maſters of the Language, as to ſpeak 
with that Propriety and Diſtinctneſs that is expect- 
ed, and uſual on ſo folemn an Occaſion, It was 
thought therefore proper, to make one of theSachims

eaſily enough made to underſtand the Speech, and 


he repeated it ſeveral Times over in private, and 
was inſtructed where to make the proper Stops. 
After the Speech. was delivered, ſome of the Com- 
miſſioners for Indian Affairs, and other Perſons 

| | preſent 
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preſent at the Delivery, who underſtood both Lan» 


guages, acknowledged, that this Indian had acquit- 
ed himſelf of his Truſt faithfully, and had deli- 
vered the Senſe of the Speech clearly and di- 
ſtinctly. 

While theſe laſt Preparations were making, his; 
Excellency was taken ill of a Fever, which occa- 
ſioned ſome further Delay; and as his Excellency 
did not recover ſo ſoon as was wiſhed; the Sachims 
were told, that his Excellency being unwilling to · 
detain them without Neceſſity, would, if they de- 


ſired it, direct Mr. Collen to fpeak to tham in his 


Name, what he deſigned to ſay. They anſwered, 


that they would be well * to- mw it from.

The next Day the War-Kettle was ſet over the 
Fire; and towards Evening the Inatans, in his 
Excellency's Preſence, . where many Gentlemen 
attended him, began the War- Dance, and S 
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nued it till late in the Night: They were painted 
as when they go to War. The Dance is a flow 
and folemn Motion, accompanied with a pathe- 
tick Song. The Indians in their Turns perform 
this ſingly, but it is not eaſy to deſcribe the Par- 

His Excellency called ſeveral of the chief Sa- 
ehims, whe had been uſeful in the Treaty, to him 
in private, and gave them Preſents ſeverally; nei- 
ther did he forget the Meſſeſague Deputies : He had 
a particular Conference with one of them in pri- 
vate, the other was ſick of the Small-Pox. At this 
Conference, this Deputy aſſured his Excellency of 
the good Inclinations of his Nation to the Engliſp, 
and their Averſion to the French; he ſaid, * That 
many of the Nations to the Weſtward of them 
« diſliked the French; and as an Inſtance of it, he 
told, That the French lately having preſſed a 
neighbouring Nation to take up the Hatchet 


* Uſe of it againſt the French themſelves, and 
killed all the French then with them, being ſixty 
© in Number, with the Loſs of only one Man of 
© their own Nation.“ His Excellency made him 
handſome Preſents, and gave him a Belt to carry 
„ to his Nation, with an Invitation to join in the 
on War againſt the French; the Meſſeſague re- 
ceived them with a Profeſſion of the moſt fincere 
and hearty Friendſhip; and that he made no 
its Doubt of bringing two, three, or four hundred 
Mien of his Nation, to ſerve this Fall againſt the 
ch French. He added, That he and ſeveral of his 
Relations would N uſe their beſt En- 
deavours, with ſeveral other Nations ta the 
| © Weſtward of them, who were numerous, to join 
* againſt the French; in which, he ſaid, he had 
great Hopes of Succeſs, becauſe they were diſ- 
( © ſatished with the French.” |

His Excellency took all poſſible Care of the fick 
Meſſeſague, had him brought into a Houſe, and 
and ordered him to be attended by two Phyſicians; 
but the poor man had the Misfortune to die, after 
he had been above a Fortnight ill. When he found 
himſelf near his End, he ſent to the Governor, to 
deſire him, as his laſt Requeſt, that his Excellency 
would ſend the firſt French Scalp that ſhould be 
taken, to his Mother; and when he was told that 
His Excellency had promiſed it, he ſhewed a Con- 
tentedneſs and Reſignation to Death. This Miſ. 
Fortune was increaſed by the Death of the other 
Meſſeſague Deputy likewiſe, who was taken ill in 
his Way Home, and died. The 87x Nations took 
Care of their Wives and Children, who had come 
with them ; and it was not doubted but that they, 
and all the Preſents given them, would be ſafely 
conveyed to their own Homes. h 
Having ſo far given an Account of what paſled 
with the Six Nations, it may be proper next to re- 
late the Treaty with the Mehibanders, or River In- 
dians, viz. the ſeveral Tribes of Indians living at 
ſeveral Places on each Side of Hudſon's River. 
On his Excellency's Arrival at Albany, having 
found that there had been a Neglect in ſending for 
the Eſopus and Mini ſſinł Indians, he ſent Orders for 
them to be invited. The Mehitanders being con- 
vened the 21ſt, his Excellency directed Mr. Col- 
den to ſpeak to them in his Name and Words; 
which Mr. Colden did; the other Gentlemen of the 
Council, the Commiſſioners from Bo/ton, the Com- 
miſſioners for Indian Affairs, and ſeveral other 
Gentlemen being preſent, in the Words follow-

As there was no Advice of the Arrival of the 
Fleet, and no Plan of Operations agreed on in 
Caſe the Fleet did not arrive, the ſupporting of 


to his Excellency, for which he had no Allowance 
from the Province of New-Yorh, or for any other 
Charge attending this Treaty: And as many of 
the Indians, (above twenty) had got the Small-pox, 
it being ĩimpracticable to prevent their going into 
Town, or converſing with the Town's People, and 
the Indians becoming uneaſy by Reaſon of the 
Sickneſs of many, and the Death of ſome; his Ex- 
cellency thought it moſt prudent to diſmiſs them 
as ſoon as poſſible from this Place, and to give 
Orders to Mr. Johnſon, to fend out ſeveral Parties 
from Schenectade, or his own Settlement near the 
lower Afohaw# Caſtle, te harraſs the French Settle- 
ments in 'Cazade; and for that Purpoſe delivered 
to him Cloathing, Arms and Ammunition, to be 
given to the fighting Men, as his Excellency had 
promiſed them whenever they entered on Ser- 


Proviſions, and whatever Neceſſaries they ſhould 
want, © 
Before they went, his Excellency ſent to them, 
to defire them to leave their Sick, with a Promiſe 
to take all Care poſſible of them, and that he would 
order Phyſicians to attend them. They were very 
ſenſible of this Kindneſs, and acknowledged it; 
but not above two or three could be prevailed on 
to ſtay, who were ſo ill, that they could not be re- 
moved: All poffible Care was taken of the other 
Sick, in all the Waggons which carried them to 
Schenefade, 
On the 26th of September, the Captains Staats 
and Vromen, brought the Indians living on the 
Branches of the Sa/quehannah River; they came 
in the Indian Order, marching in a ſingle Line 
3 one 
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one after the other; and as they paſſed the 
Fort, ſaluted by a running Fire along the Line 
which Salute the Governor ordered to - be re- 
Nn, by a Diſcharge of ſome Cannon from the 
ort. a 
On Monday the 8th of the ſame Month his 
Excellency ſpoke to them, telling them the Sub- 
ſtance of what he had ordered to be ſaid to the 
Six Nations, and their Anſwer; and as this has 
been ſet forth at Length before, it is needleſs to 


Tepeat what was then ſaid. The Reaſon of his 


Excellency's ſpeaking to them in this Manner was, 
becauſe theſe Nations living on the Safguehannah 
River and its Branches, are known to be Depen- 
dents on the Six Nations. | 


The next Day they gave their Anſwer ; the Gen- 


tlemen of the Council, the Commiſſioners for In- 
dian Affairs, the Corporation of Albany, the Officers 
of the four independent Companies, and ſeveral 
Officers of the new Levies, and other Gentlemen 
being preſent, as they were when his Excellency 
ſpoke to the Indians: Their Anſwer was publickly 
interpreted as follows: 1

which promiſed, that after his Return Home, he 
would go round all the Indian Settlements, to in- 
vite them into the War againſt the French, and 
their Indians; and that he did not doubt to be able 
to bring ſix Hundred Men from the Indian Settle- 
ments on the Saſquebannab River and its Branches, 
to march at any Time, and to any Place, his Ex- 


cellency ſhould appoint, in order to join the Forces 
intended againſt Canada; in the mean "Fime, 


they would cauſe a Party of their Men to go out 


with his Men to ſcour the Woods, and clear them 
of the French ſculking Indians. ; 

About this Time, a Serjeant of Capt. L:ivingflon's 
Company was ſurprized and killed by a ſculking 
Party of French Indians: In a few Minutes after 
the Account of this came to his Excellency, who 
happened to be dining at that Time in Capt. Nrex- 
all's Tent, fourteen of the Saſquehannah Indians 


were obſerved — paſt the Tent, in order to 


croſs the River, and meet the French Indians; 
which his Excellency obſerving, and being appre- 
henſive that they might meet with ſome of the 
Parties of the new Levies that were gone out for 
the ſame Purpoſe, and that they might be in Dan- 
ger of being attacked through Miſtake; he afk d 
if any of the Guard which then attended, would 
voluntarily go along with the Indians? Two Men 
offered themſelves, who went with one who un- 


derſtood the Indian Language, in order to prevent 


Miſtakes. Happy it was that this Precaution was 
taken; for Capt. Fanning, with a great Part of his 
Company, having gone out with the ſame Inten- 
tion of intercepting the French Indians, he diſcovered 
this Party of our Indians, and taking them to 
be French Indians, he kept his Men under the Cover 
of ſome Buſhes, with their Arms ready to fire, 
expecting the nearer Approach of the 3 :

when one of the Chriſtians who were with them, 
obſerving ay Fanning's Men, called out, and 
eame up to Capt. Fanning when his Men were 
ready to fire. None of the Parties that went out 
were able to diſcover any of the Enemy. | 
His Excellency afterwards ſent out ſixteen of 
theſe. Indians, and cloathed them for that Purpoſe, 
together with about fixty Men detached from the 
Companies levied in the County of Albany, in order 
to ſcour the Woods, and to advance as far as the 
Lakes to gain Intelligence, by taking Priſoners or 
otherwiſe. While this Party was out, ſome of the 
Indians fell ſick, and the others being apprehenſive: 


of the ſame Misfortune, they return'd, after hav- 


ing been but a few Days in the Woods. His 
Excellency then perceiving the Uneaſineſs the In- 
dians were under from the Apprehenſions of Sick- 
nels, found it neceſſary to difmiſs them all, on their 
Promiſe to return, whenever his Excelleney ſhould:

let; and which, they ſaid, as before obſerved, might 
amount to fix Hundred Men, The Number of 
indians that came at this Time from the Sa/que- 
hannah River, conſiſted only of about ſixty fight- 
ing Men, beſides old Men, Women, and Chil- 
dren: More had come near to Albany, but having 


there heard of the Small-Pox and Sickneſs thar. 


was at Albany, and that many of the Six Nations 
had catched the Infection, and feveral of them 

were dead, they returned back. | 
After the Six Nations left Albany, many of them 
were taken ſick on their Way Home, before they 
reached the Mohawk Caſtles, and a conſiderable 
Number of the briſkeſt young Men of the Moharuſs 
died. This retarded the Execution of the Order 
given to Mr, Johnſon, to ſend out Parties to harraſs 
the French Settlements in Canada, though he uſed - 
all the Means in his Power to effect it. While he

was preffing them to this Purpoſe, one of the Sa- 
chims, who had promiſed to head a Party from the

About ten Days before his Excellency left Albany, 
a Party of upwards of ſeventy Men, conſiſting of 
ſome of each Nation, went againſt Canada: Some 
Chriſtians were of the Party to aſſiſt and direct, 
and to be Witneſſes of the Behaviour of the Judians. 
They were to avoid all the Lakes, and the uſual 
Roads and Paſſes to Canada, and were to go thro' 
the Woods over Mountains that are ſeldom paſſed, 
to prevent the Enemies diſcovering them: But 
after theſe had been out, Capt. Butler's Son, to 
whom the chief Direction of this Party was com- 
mitted, was taken ill of the Small-pox, and five 
of the Indians were obliged to return to carry 
him Home. Another ſmall Party was ſent out to 
take Priſoners, and gain Intelligence at Crown-Pornt, 
At the writing of this, it is not known what Succeſs 
 heyhavetad i 65. 

When the Six Nations had come as far as the 
lower Mohawk Caſtle, in their Return Home, they 
were met by about fix Men of their own Nations, 
who delivered a Meſſage from Canada, which had 
been brought by the Indian who was taken by the 
French at Crown- Point, and carried to Canada. The 
Meſſage was interpreted in the following Words: 
« The Governor of Canada had called the Cahnu- 
c aga Indians to him, and then complained to them, 


<« that ſome of the Six Nations, his Children, had 


&« killed ſome of his People: You all know, he 
& /7i4, that T am not haſty or paſſionate, but will 
rather bear a great deal than ſhew Reſentment, 
« wherefore I am reſolved to paſs this over; but 
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« in the mean Time, I muſt defire you to go 
« among the Six Nations, to find out the Reaſon 
of this Proceeding, and to tell them, that if any 
« Thing like it happen again, I will make them 
« ſmart: You may nevertheleſs aſſure my Chil- 
« dren * of the Six Nations, that I love and eſteem 
«© them equally with the Cahnuagas, or 'Shawenda- 
« dies +, being of the ſame Blood. And to con- 
« vince them of my Love, I now ſend back to 
e them one of their People that was taken at Crotun- 
« Point, without eating his Fleſh. And now Cah- 
& nuagas, my Children, I would not have you ſpilk 
« any more Blood from Albany upwards, for I begin 
«© to pity their Weakneſs; but turn your Arms 
« towards New- England, againſt your moſt invete- 
e rate Enemies; there is the Place for you to gain- 
«© Honour now.” 5 

The Cahnuagas gave the following Anfwer to 
the Governor of Canada : Father, You are in the 
wrong to deſere us to go among the Six Nations for 
Intelligence, or with Menaces; for ſuch will only ftir 
them up, and bring them and all their Allies (who are 
very numerous) upon you, to deſtroy you at once, We 
know they are not to be bullied by your Words or ours ; 
wherefore, Father, we muſt leave you to go through 
this Work by yourſelf.

After having, as above, related what bad paſſed 
between them and the Governor of Canada, they 
ſent the following Meſſage from themſelves.

Mr. Gooch having declined the Command of the 
Forces at Albany, his Excellency was forced like- 
wiſe to undertake a new and great Care, which he 
in no Manner expected when he left the City of 
New-York, and which, from many Incidents, was 
attended with many Difficulties. If theſe Things 
be duly conſidered, and the Dangers his Perſon 
was in from the Infection of two different Diſeaſes, 
which at that Time raged in the City of Albany, 
of which great Numbers died during his Reſidence 
there, of near three, Months ; none can doubt of 
his hearty Zeal for the Succeſs of an Affair, in 
which the Safety and Proſperity of all the Colonies 
in North America were immediately concerned.

Some People wiſh that the Indians may remain 
neuter, and think it adviſeable to purſue Meaſures 
for that Purpoſe, by which many horrid Barba- 
rities would be prevented.

In the laſt Place, it may not be improper to ob- 
ſerve at this Time, that though the Colonies to 
the Southward (and the Inhabitants of the Parts of 
the Northern Colonies, which are leſs expoſed to 
the Incurfions of Indians) think themſelves little 
concerned in Intereſt, or in the Conſequences of 
the preſent War; yet, if they would conſider that 
the Northern Colonies are' really their Frontiers, 
and that they defend the others from all the Ca- 
lamities of a moſt barbarous War ; the Southern 
Colonies muſt think that any Contribution of Men 
and Money, which is N from them, is an 
eaſy Purchaſe of the Freedom from ſuch Calami- 


that while they can follow their Occupations at 
Eaſe, they are much better enabled to ſupport the 
Expence of a War than the Northern Colonies 
are, where the Inhabitants are every Day in 
Danger of their Lives from a cruel Enemy, while 
at their daily and innocent Labours. If the

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ties, to which their Brethren are ſubjected; and 
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Diſtance from them, the —_ at an improper

New-York, Dec. 2, 1746. 
The Party of ſeventy Indians and Whites men- 
tioned in this Treaty, did not go out together as 
was at firſt intended; Sickneſs, and other Incidents, 
made it neceſſary to alter the Meaſures at firſt pro- 
poſed, One Party of thirty Indians and ten Whites 
went by themſelves. Theſe fell upon a French 
Settlement on the North-ſide of St. Lawrence Ri- 
ver, about 10 Leagues above Montreal, and 
brought away eight French Priſoners, one of them 
a Captain of Militia, and four Scalps. Another 
Party of nine Indians went to the Cahnuagas, under 
Pretence of continuing the Neutrality with them; 
they were introduced to the Governor of Montreal 
under the ſame Pretence, who made them Pre- 
ſents: Their Deſign was to gain what Intelligence 
they could, and after they had done this, they 
acted their Part ſo well, that they received ſeveral 
Letters, one from the Governor of Montreal, and 
others from conſiderable Perſons, to the Comman- 
dant of Fort St. Frederick at Crown Point. In 
their Way thither, by which they were to return 
Home, they ſurprized ſome French in a ſmall Fort, 
killed five, and brought away one Priſoner and one 
Scalp. They brought the French Priſoner and the 
Letters to the Commanding Officer at Albany, and 


informed him of what they had ſeen and heard at 
Montreal.

This native Goodneſs 10as equally his 
Honour and his Happineſs ; and whilſt he ſtood here, 
all went well ; there was no need of coercive or com- 
pulſrve Means; the Precept of divine Love and Truth 
in his * was the Guide and Keeper of his Inno- 
cency. But Luft prevailing againſt Duty, made @ 
lamentable Breach upon it; and the Law, that had 

before no Power over him, took place upon him and his 
© diſobedient Poſterity, that ſuch as would not live con- 
 formable to the holy Law within, ſhould fall under the 


Reproof and Correction of the juſt Law without, in 
a judicial Adminiſtration. 


This the Apoſile teaches in divers of his Epiſtles : 
The Law (/ays he) was added becauſe of Tranſ- 
greſſion: In another Place, Knowing that the Law 
was not made for the righteous Man ; but for the 
diſobedient and n Sinners, for unholy 
and prophane, for Murderers, for Whoremongers, 
for them that defile themſelves with Mankind, and 
for Men- ſtealers, for Liars, for perjured Perſons, 
Sc. But this is not all, be opens. and carries the 
Matter of Government a little further: Let every 
Soul be ſubject to the higher Powers; for there-is 
no Power. but of GOD. The Powers that be 
are ordained of GOD: Whoſoever therefore re- 
ſiſteth the Power, reſiſteth the Ordinance of GOD... 
For Rulers are not a Terror to good Works, but 
to evil: Wilt thou then not be afraid of the 
Power? Do that which is good, and thou ſhalt have 
Praiſe of the ſame. He is the Miniſter of GOD 
to thee for good. Wherefore ye muſt, needs be 
ſubject, not only for Wrath, but for Conſcience 

e. 1 ads 

This ſettles the divine Right of Government beyond 
Exception, and that for two Ends: Firſt, To terrify 
evil Doers; Secondly, To cheriſh thoſe that de well ; 
witch gives Government a Life beyond Corruption, 
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and makes it as durable in the Mord, as good Min 
ſhall be. So that Government ſeems to me a Part of 
Religion itſelf, a Thing ſacred in its Inſtitution and 
End. For if it does not direftly remove the Cauſe, it 
cruſbes the Effecis of Evil, and is as ſuch (though a 
tower yet) an Emanation of the ſame divine Power, 
that is both Author and Object of pure Religion; the 
Difference lying here, that the one is more free and 
mental, the other more corporal and compulſive in its 
Operations : But that 1s only to evil Doers ; Govern- 
ment itſelf being otherwiſe as capable of Kindneſs, 
' Goodneſs, and Charity, as a more private Society. 
They weakly err, that think there is no other Uſe of 
Government than Correction, which is the coarſeſt 
Part of it : Daily Experience tells us, that the Care 
and Regulation of many other Affairs, more ſoft and 
daily neceſſary, make 7 much the greateſt Part of 
Government; and which muſt have followed the Peo- 
pling of the World, had Adam never fell, and will 
continue among {Men on Earth under the higheſt At- 
tainments they may arrive at, by the coming of the 
bleſſed Second Adam, the LORD from Heaven. 
Thus much of Government in general, as to its Riſe 
and End. i | | 
For particular Frames and Models, it wrll become 
me to ſay little; and comparatively I will ſay nothing. 
My Reaſons are : Firſt, That the Age is too nice and 
difficult for it ; there being nothing the Wits of Men 
— are more buſy and divided upon. Tis true, they ſeem 
|| fo agree in the End, to wit, Happineſs ; but in the 
Means they differ, as to divine, ſo to this human 
Felicity; and the Cauſe is much the ſame, not always 
Want of Light and Knowledge, but Want of uſing 
them rightly, Mien fide with their * againſt

Thirdly, I know what is ſaid by the ſeveral Ad- 


mirers of Monarchy, Ariſtocracy, and Democracy, 


which are the Rule of one, a few, and many, and 


are the three common Ideas of Government, when Men 
diſcourſe on that Subject. But I chuſe to ſolve the 
Controverſy with this ſmall Diſtinction, and it be- 
longs to all three: Any Government is free to the 
People under it (whatever be the Frame) where the 
Laws rule, and the People are a Party to thoſe 
Laws; and more than this is Tyranny, Oligarchy, or 
Confuſion. : | 

But Laſtly, when all is ſaid, there is hardly one 
Frame of Government in the Warld ſo ill defigned by 
its firſt Founders, that in goed Hands would not do 
well enough; and Story tells us, the beſt in ill ones 
can do nothing that is great or good; Wiineſs the 
Jewiſh and Roman States. Governments, like Clocks, 
go from the Motion Men give them; and as Gevern- 


nents are made and moved by Men, ſo by them they 
are ruined too. Wherefore Governments rather depen df 


upon Men, than Men upon Governments. Let Men 
be good, and the Government can't be bad; if it be 


ill, they will cure it. But if Men be bad, let the 


Government be never ſo good, they will endeavour to 
warp and ſpozl it to their Turn. 


I know (ome ſay, Let us have good Laws, and no 


matter for the Men that execute them: But let them 
conſider, That though good Laws do well, goad Men 
do better: For good Laws may want good Men, and 
be aboliſhed or evaded by ill Men; but good Men will 


never want good Laws, nor ſuffer ill ones. Tis true, 


; good Laws have ſome Awe upon ill Miniſters, but that 


is where they have no Power to eſcape or aboliſh them, 
and the People are generally wiſe and good: But a 


looſe. 
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laoſe and depraved People (which is to the Quęſtion) 
love Laws and an Adminiſtration like themſelves. That 
| therefore which makes à good Conſtitution, muſt keep 
it, viz. Men of Wiſdom and Virtue, Qualities, that 
becauſe they deſcend not with wordly Inheritances, muſt 
be carefully propagated by a virtuous Education of 
Youth ; for which After- Ages will owe more to the 
Care and Prudence of Founders and the ſucceſſive 
Magiſtracy, than to their Parents for their private 
Patrimonies. EN ; 
Toe Conſiderations of the Weight of Government, 
and the nice and various Opinions about it, made it 
uneaſy to me to think of publiſhing the enſuing Frame. 
and conditional Laws, foreſeeing, both the Cenſures 
they will meet with from Men of differing Humours 
and Engagements, and the Occaſion they may give of 
Diſcourſe beyond my Deſign. 
But next to the Power of Neceſſity, (which is a 
Solicitor that will take no Denial) this induced me 10 
a Compliance, that we have (with Reverence to GOD 
and good Conſcience to Men) to the beſt of our Skill, 
contrived and compoſed the FRAME and LAWS 
of this Government, ta the great End of all Go- 
vernment, viz. To ſupport Power in Reverence 
with the People, and to ſecure the People from the 
Abuſe of Power; that they may be free by their juſt 
Obedience, and the Magiſtrates honourable for their 
juſt Adminiſtration : For Liberty without Obedience is 
onfuſion, and Obedience without Liberty is Slavery. 
To carry this Evenneſs is partly owing to the Conſti- 
tutiom, and partly to the Magiſtracy : Where either 
of theſe fail, Government will be ſubject to Convul- 
ions; but where both are wanting, it muſt be totally 
ſubverted : Then where both meet, the Government is 
like to endure. Which I humby pray, and hope GO D 
_ pleaſe to make the Lot of this of Pennſylvania.

HEREAS WI LLIAM Pexy, Proprietary 
and Governor of the Province of Pennſyl- 
vania, and Territories thereunto belonging, hath, 
out of his great Kindneſs and Goodneſs to the In- 
habitants thereof, been favourably pleaſed to give 
and grant unto them a Charter of Liberties and 


Privileges, dated the Twenty-fifth Day of the ſe- 


cond Month, One Thouſand Six Hundred and Eighiy- 


tw By which Charter it is ſaid, the Government 
{hall conſiſt of the Governor and Freemen of the 
faid Province, in the Form of a provincial Council 
and general Aſſembly; and that the provincial 
Council ſhall conſiſt of ſeventy-zwo Members, to 
be choſen by the Freemen ; and that the general 
Aſſembly may, the fix. Year, conſiſt of the whole 
Body of the Freeholders, and ever after of an

To all to whom theſe Preſents ſhall come, ſends 


eeting. KNOW YE, That at the humble 
e of the Inhabitants and Settlers je this 
own 
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Town of Philadelphia, being ſome of the firſt Ad- 


venturers and Purchaſers within this Province, for 
their Encouragement, and for the more immediate 
and entire Government of the ſaid Town, and 
better Regulation of Trade therein: I have, by Vir- 
tue of the King's Letters Patent, under the Great 
Seal of England, erected the ſaid Town into a Bo- 
rough, ard by theſe Preſents do. erect the ſaid 


Town and Borough of Philadelphia into a City ; 


which City ſhall extend the Limits and Bounds, as 
it is laid out between Delaware and Skuylkill,

Whereas King CHARLES the Second, by hiv 
Letters Patents, under the Great Seal of England, 
bearing Date the Fourth Day of March, in the 
Year One hee jo fix Hundred and Eighty, was 
graciouſly pleaſed to give and grant unta me, and 
my Heirs and Aſſigns for ever, this Province of 
Pennſylvama, with divers great Powers and Jurit- 
dictions for the well Government thereof. = 
And whereas the King's deareſt Brother, 
FAMES Duke of YORK and ALBANY, &c.
